7464.98, March 27 at 0042, R. Tirana Albanian to North 
America is still on the B-15 time and frequency, S9+15 with music and 
conversation. But by time for the English broadcast, it’s A-16, ex 
0230 on 7465: 


9854.95, March 27 at 0122, R. Tirana IS, at S9, good and as we had 
planned, no ACI or CCI. 0130 sign-on but still announcing the old B-15 
times and frequencies. Hope by next broadcast Tuesday, Klara will have 
that updated. After news and talk features, at 0151 folkmusic, down to 
S5-S7. 


And the Albanian hour from Sunday onwards will also be on 9855, at 
2300-2400 (watch out for IBB Kuwait Tibetan and jamming coming up 
immediately afterwards for one hour). 


9855, March 28 at 2358, R. Tirana IS and off, no QRM at end of 
Albanian hour to N America. Afterwards, a JBA carrier, presumably IBB 
Kuwait and/or ChiCom jamming scheduled for following hour only (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


At the same time 41 metres was the Albania Band. On 7285 Cirrik with 
CRI Romanian, with the the transmitter being turned on already at 0857 
into an ongoing Chinese lesson in English. On 7390 Shijak, again with 
distortion and hum. Before 0900 progamming made a very pronounced 
break with interval signal and prolonged hum-only. Avoiding a crash- 
start into ongoing programming on 1395 is apparently of highest 
priority (Kai Ludwig, 0946 UT March 26, dxldyg via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST)

11775, March 24 at 1815, PMS xxxxxxxkxxxStillexxxxxx*x*x* distorted but 
more or less readable if you can stand it. 161 hours and counting, 


almost a full week since this was first noted. 


6090, March 25 at 0049, TUN with DGS iS *xkxkxkxKAKSTIL]LKKKKKKKKKK 
distorted, now at the one-week mark and counting. A few minutes later, 
at 0103, // 1610 MW is also audible now with PMS, but clear and NOT 
distorted. Therefore it’s not their satellite downlink receiver to 
blame (assuming both would access the same feed source), but the 
modulator sexion of the SW transmitter. 


6090, March 25 at 0524, DGS still has some distortion at peaks, into 
second week of this nonsense. And likewise 11775 at 1112 check (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


6090.002, at 0648 UT on March 25, CBB English religious sermon female 
prayer likely Melissa Scott? S=9+25dB or -50dBm powerful. STILL 
distorted audio feed by satellite!! [selected SDR options, span 12.5 
kHz RBW 15.3 Hertz] (Wolfgang B,schel, Morning log at 0630-0736 UT on 
March 25, noted nighttime reception on North American remote SDR 
receiver post at Detroit MI, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) I think 
no XYL other than PMS is ever heard on this (gh, DXLD) 


6090, March 26 at 0251, FINALLY, University Network modulation is OK, 
during PMS; also OK on day frequency 11775 at 1712. It only took them 
8 days; but we'll be hearing if it’s a permanent fix (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1819, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


6090, Caribbean Beacon / University Network, 3/26, 0830. Dr. Gene, and 
with much improved audio - a bit of hum, but no worse than that. VG. 
Checking 11775 at 1520 has them good without the previous mess (Rick 
Barton, AZ, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx ARMENIA. 4810.00, 1750-1815 25.3, Armenian Public R, Noratus, 
Gavar. Farsi talk, 1803 piano music and Armenian songs - best in LSB,

Fluttery open carrier on 3210, assume to be the low 
powered Australian station on March 24; at 1310 with open carrier 
through subsequent checking till 1412; about 1357 seemed faint traces 
of some audio, but unusable for any details. My local sunrise was at 
1404 UT. A day of good conditions (Ron Howard, CA, dxldyg via DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) See also UNIDENTIFIED by gh, 3210 


Unique R, Halls Creek NSW, 3210 kHz --- Location is 
30 50 25s, 151 00 30e per the station. 73, (Mauno Ritola, March 28, 


shortwavesites yg via DXLD) 


I see some other programmers are publicizing specific times on Unique 
Radio, so could you provide some for WORLD OF RADIO? (Glenn to Tim 
Gaynor, via DXLD) 


Hi Glenn, yep, I'll slot you in Fridays from 0830 UT, Saturdays from 
0700 and 1400 and Sundays from 0830. These times won't change with the 
impending summertime in Europe and the ceasing of our summertime on 
April 3rd. I'm also awaiting a brand new resonant 1/2 wave wire 
antenna which is in transit which should extend coverage quite a bit 
and boost the existing reception on Northwest NSW and Queensland. Many 
thanks (Tim Gaynor, Unique Radio, March 31, WORLD OF RADIO 1819, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xx AUSTRALIA. After getting Japan on MW 774 & 747, I should see how 
120m is doing. 2325, March 28 at 1219, S7 music, from VL8T, Tennant 
Creek NT; tuning up to 2485, March 28 at 1220: wow, S9+10 with song, 
best I’ve heard this in a long time, and slightly stronger than // 
4835 VL8A Alice Springs. DJ outro about *‘album for a Monday night’, 
Trisha Yearwood and Coco Taylor. Then interview with a singer; 1223 
mentions Alice Springs, plays some blues; by 1234, 2485 is weakening 
compared to 4835 with weather, 1235 promo for ABC Alice Springs which 
is apparently the program source for all of them. Only 4835 is 
listenable every morning, nothing special DX-wise (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx AUSTRALIA. 17840, March 25 at 0118, lovely a cappella choral music 
with heavy reverb from some cathedral, continues past 0130 with no 
announcements heard. Must be a Good Friday special from a noontime 
service in SE Australia, contrary to own program schedule, preimpting 
listed Radiotonic at 0100+, Final Cut at 0130. 17840 reception in our 
evenings seems to be improving gradually, from S3 to S6 as I listen 
(but 15240 not making it). 


What happens from March 27 in A-16? Probably no change, but in HFCC, 
RA continues to register some additional frequencies which I asterisk 
as only xbackup/alternates. Here's the whole list. 355 beam best for 
Europe, 70 best for North America, and 30 in between (toward Alaska): 


2100-0900: 17840 70, 15415 355, 15240 30, *13630 70

I first discovered the station during its testing phase; a phone 
number was given out on-air to report signal and interference issues.

13820, March 26 at 1859, R. MartI is closing hyper 
music show ‘Interferencia’, and frequency announcement says now on 
9565 and 11930 --- NOT!! Clueless in the Miami studio, they are 
running announcements by local clock rather than UT, as IBB generally 
keeps RM frequency change times at the same UT before and after DST, 
so 9565 won't come up for another hour. Speaking of interference, 
13820 is well atop the jamming, and 11930 is way below the wall of 
noise, and yes, neither on 9565 yet.

Looking thru the other GB entries in HFCC, I see 
another brand new one: 7335 at 03-05, breaking away from 7365 before 
and after, for no apparent reason.

** INTERNATIONAL. 2-YEAR PROJECT TO LOG AND VERIFY "REMOTE PARTNER 
STUDIOS" OF MAJOR RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATIONS 


Glenn, here's something that may be of interest for DXLD: 


For the past two years, I have been focusing on logging local language 
programs of major organizations (mainly religious broadcasters) and 
then sending my reception reports directly to the local studio located 
within the target area. 


I first thought of this project after hearing local addresses being 
announced at the end of a few of the English language local programs 
by religious broadcasters in Africa, for example AWR-Ghana. 


Thanks to the internet, these organizations are able to distribute the 
work of local language broadcast content creation. Sometimes, all that 
is needed is a speaker of the language with a computer and internet 
access to set up a "studio". Many, though, are much more than that. 


Over the past two years, I have now sent direct reports to 76 
different studios and have received direct QSL replies from half of 
them. Usually the ones that replied were thrilled to hear from a 


distant listener, this being an unusual event. Many replied by email 
although and a good proportion also send nice snail-mail packages or 
air letters. Many of the studios simply refused to reply, and it is 
easy to speculate there are many possible reasons. Some simply do not 
understand what a distant listener wants, others are not interested, 
still others may be too lazy to respond . . . but a number are also 
concerned about security, especially those located in locations 
hostile to their message. This fear factor was encountered for 
Christian local studios located in Vietnam, Turkey and Nepal, for 
instance. 


Finding direct addresses to the local studio always required detective 
work. Many of the Adventist World Radio local studio addresses can be 
found in the online Adventist directories, under "Media Centers" or 
similar; often they are part of the local or regional Conference and a 
report sent their was forwarded to the studio operator. This is, for 
example, how I located an address for the newly-on-shortwave AWR Cuba. 
For others, as mentioned earlier, they often will announce contact 
information at the end of a broadcast. And even after finding a good 
address to use, often the local studios forward one's report on to the 
headquarters, which I was trying to avoid. So at times, an educational 
effort must be made. 


All in all, this has been fun. I probably logged another 10 or so 
local studios for which I've been unable to find an address to use. 
So, the number of studios found is approaching the neighborhood of 
about 100, which would be great. The best of all, still, was the 
Gaweylon Tibetan Radio package, which was one of the first I received, 
and was memorable for all the enclosures but also for them saying mine 
was the first report they'd ever received from beyond the local area. 
The QSL package from FEBC Cambodia "The Voice of Love" was also 
wonderful. 


Happy I embarked on this project; it's kept me busy! 


Recently Trans World Radio Europe indicated they were leaving SWBC for 
their European local languages, meaning that remote studios in 
Bulgaria (Plovdiv), Ukraine (Kiev) and others would no longer be 
available targets. Cheers, Ralph

Just noted some new IRIB entries in the HFCC data, with REQ# above 
16000, so very recent it seems. These new entries are for frequencies 
earlier registered as Kamalabad. The new registrations show Sirjan, in 
some cases Zahedan, instead. 


This applies also to 7235, used for German 1720-1820 and a bad choice 
in itself, with Kashi co-channel and rather strong signals on +/- 5 
kHz. At 1723, when the bumper music concluded, it turned out to be 
programming in some other language for a few seconds until it swiftly 
switched to German, as if operators were listening and realized that 
they had the wrong program input on air. Maybe some confusion due to 
the apparent last minute changes there? And 9660 is quite badly 
distorted, as if they have no choice and must use this faulty 
transmitter now. 


So it appears that they not just reduced their shortwave output but 
specifically withdrew the Kamalabad facility for now. 


At 1820: 9660 (I would not rule out that it in fact was another site 


than Sirjan) went off just two seconds or so after German had wrapped 
up. 7235 (now, with Kashi and adjacents gone, the Sirjan audio could 
be recognized very clearly) went off a bit later and returned after 
less than 20 seconds, apparently an antenna switch as registered for 
continuing with Albanian. 


French from 1823 appears to be on 13730 only. The transmitter was 
already on before 1820, with German on this feed circuit. Signal in 
Europe way too weak to make out any modulation characteristics.

So World Christian Broadcasting scores again like with KNLS picking 
occupied frequencies (tho I admit Cambori’ is not likely to QRM much 
in MWV target; yet, e.g. 9660 and 9670 have nothing on them during 
this hour per HFCC. No Brazilians are in HFCC so how could WCB 
possibly know about them?? Turning on a radio, maybe? Godforbid they 
should read DX bulletins). This collision continues for the rest of 
the hour, so what's next? 


6190, March 27 at 0159, carrier cuts on and off a few times; 0201 join

That means South America, except 
Colombia, Ecuador, Chile and the rest of Patagonia (are there RF 
fences at those borders??) 


6150 has another Spanish broadcast at 0300, so I retune there and find 
the same La Voz Alegre is opening again, and this time he gets the 
Zipcode out, plus another postal address, in Cuba? Also clear 
frequency. This one is for CIRAF 12 only, the NW quadrant of South 
America as far as Guyana and Bolivia, 265 degrees, aimed at Cali.

Despite the gaps, MWV has already proven as we expected that it will 
be easily heard off-target in North America, just like the numerous 
MGLOB relays from the other Madagascar site. (And I continue to wonder 
why WCB never had any interest in using MGLOB during the protracted 
delays in getting its own station going?) With two exceptions (9665, 
9535), the chosen frequencies have proven to be free of interference. 
Further chex: 


6150, March 28 at 0312, MWV Spanish as ‘‘La Voz Alegre’* is $9+25. 


9480, March 28 at 0400, NO signal! I keep listening and finally cuts 
on at *0403.5, S9+10 joining program in progress, a narrative about a 
trip; 0409, pro-Jesus propaganda, and the English hour is attributed 
to African Pathways, http://www.africanpathways.org with postal 
address in Franklin TN (just like KNLS Alaska); 0411 an Afro-Caribbean 
song nostalgic to the DJ. 


17640, March 28 at 1758 I’m standing by for another try at this 
English broadcast. *1759:17 carrier on, 1800:03 fanfare and sign-on 
ONLY as ‘African Pathways Radio**, vuvuzela blast, co-hosts have 
African and American accents; today’s theme ‘‘Life’s Journey’*. The 
Pathway being: *~‘to immortality’* (? Evidence, please?). NO mention of 


Madagascar World Voice, even tho their transmitter building is labeled 
MWV as are its HFCC registrations. Anyhow, good signal if one cared to 
spend an hour with this, some deep fading. 


With Spanish IDing as “‘La Voz Alegre’*, evidently each language 
service has a different name, so what are they calling themselves, 
exactly (and in translation), in Arabic, Chinese and Russian? Yes, the 
world’s newest shortwave station, but we lament that some religious 
groups still have virtually no presence on SW, e.g. animists of which 
there must be millions (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1819, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


Excellent signal from the new Madagascar World Voice here this 
evening, the English broadcast to Africa heard on 17640 from tune-in 
at 1840 until close at 1857, SIO 344. Lively music until 1845, then 
various excerpts from Christian preachers. The ID seemed to be 
"African Pathways Radio" with web site

It was also shared at a programme in Kathmandu that the government 
broadcasting agency was also set to establish a media village in 
Biratnagar in memory of Tarini Datta Koirala, the founder of Radio 
Nepal Broadcasting Services Development Committee (RNBSDC). 


Participants at the programme said that the broadcasting agency would 
keep up with modern technical equipment and modernise its service by 
establishing high-quality shortwave tower. 


Radio Nepal is running its programmes through central and regional 
transmissions through 21 frequency modulation relay centers across the 
nation. It also broadcasts through medium wave and online. 


Meanwhile, speaking at the programme, Minister for Information and 
Communications Sherdhan Rai suggested employees of Radio Nepal to 
perform result-oriented works, while praising their contribution to 
bring the broadcasting agency to this stage. He also suggested keeping 
up its functioning as per the new Constitution. 


The Minister also stressed the need to submit a report of works of the 
government broadcaster every month, while pointing out the need to 
launch its programmes up to local level to institutionalise the 


republic. 


Likewise, the Communications Secretary Dinesh Kumar Thapaliya, also 
Chairman of the RNBSDC, pledged doing everything possible to implement 
reform programmes launched earlier to make Radio Nepal a good means of 
communication.

A telecommunications company in South Sudan has cut off access to the 
website of the news service Radio Tamazuj, according to Vivacell 
customers. The company is part-owned by South Sudan's ruling party 
SPLM. 


A user of Vivacell's data service in South Sudan today explained that 


his browser told him that the Radio Tamazuj website imight be 
temporarily down or it may have moved permanently to a new web 
address.i The user had no problem accessing another news website 
commonly visited by South Sudanese readers. 


Another reader of the Radio Tamazuj website said he noticed the 
problem last night while trying to use Vivacell data to connect to the 
site. His web browser told him that the iserver can't be found,i while 
other websites loaded fine. The same user also said he had no problem 
accessing the website from the MTN network. 


Users of wifi networks in South Sudan, many of which are connected to 
the Internet by satellite connections known as 'VSAT', are still able 
to access the website. 


Radio Tamazuj's broadcasts on shortwave radio are unaffected and will 
continue uncensored. The radio station announced recently plans to 
expand its broadcast airtime. 


Facebook users reported they could still access Radio Tamazuj's news 
via the radio station's Facebook page. Fans expressed frustration with 
Vivacell. iI cannot access with Vivacell,i said Felix. iVivacell is 
the most poor in connection and very very slow. Discouraging,i said 
Jahim. 


Customers also complained of recent rate hikes introduced by Vivacell 
after the devaluation of the South Sudanese pound. Customer Adraako 
Helen said, iToo slow and bundles has express speed of getting used 
without being used.i Dan Njuguna commented, iDo people still use 
vivacell data??

Ties to Lebanese company, SPLM 


Vivacell is majority owned by Lebanon's Fattouch Investment Group. A 
minority stake is held by the ruling Sudan People's Liberation 
Movement (SPLM), whose investment in the company predates the 
independence of South Sudan. 


News reports from 2009 revealed that SPLM owned up to 25% of Vivacell 
through Wawat Securities Limited. Additional information about the 
party's investment was disclosed in a leaked investigation report that 
President Salva Kiir had ordered the party undertake in 2013 against 
its former secretary-general Pagan Amum. 


The investigation report described Wawat Securities as an iinvestment 
armi of SPLM, explaining that Wawat took 25% of the shares in Vivacell 
and Fattouche Investments Group Holdings Ltd took 75%, according to a 


framework agreement between the two parties. 


However, the investigation report was unclear about the percentage of 
Vivacell shares currently owned by SPLM, referring to other evidence 
indicating the SPLM's holding in Vivacell may actually be 
significantly smaller than 25%. The report noted also that SPLM leased 
land to Vivacell at a isymbolic ratei close to 0 pounds per square 
meter (via JosE Miguel Romero2, Spain, March 24, dxldyg via DXLD)

Avoiding Misinformation About Disinformation Mar 24, 2016 


U.S. Senators Rob Portman, an Ohio Republican, and Chris Murphy, a 
Connecticut Democrat, have introduced the "Countering Foreign 
Propaganda and Disinformation Acti (S. 2692). It proposes a iwhole-of- 
government strategy for countering foreign propaganda and 
disinformation.i According to Senator Portman, ithe bill would 
establish the Center for Information Analysis and Response, led by the 
State Department, but with the active participation of the Department 
of Defense, USAID, the Broadcasting Board of Governors, the 
Intelligence Community, and other relevant agencies. The Center will 
develop, integrate, and synchronize whole-of-government initiatives to 
expose and counter foreign disinformation operations and proactively 
advance fact-based narratives that support U.S. allies and interests.i 


News 6 real news 6 via international broadcasting has always existed 
to satisfy the desire for an antidote to propaganda and 

disinformation. This has been the case since World War II, when the 
BBC was the source of accurate information for Europeans immersed in 
Axis-controlled media. The Voice of America assisted, promising ithe 
news may be good, the news may be bad, we shall tell you the truth.i 


Because most international broadcasting of news has little commercial 
potential (CNN International is a notable exception), governments must 


provide funding to bring that real news to countries where it is not 
available because of a lack of resources, censorship, or both. The 
difficult part is convincing the sponsoring government not to kibitz. 
If U.S. international broadcasting gets sucked into iwhole-of- 
government initiatives,i the audience will detect patterns of content 
where independent news judgment should exist. It will tune in 
elsewhere for something more credible. 


The audience for international broadcasting may be comparatively 
small, but it makes up in influence what it lacks in quantity. 


Calls for the analysis of disinformation may stir up dEjt vu. In the 
1980s, the United States Information Agency issued idisinformation 
alerts,i basically press releases identifying instances of false and 
incorrect information from Soviet sources. Today, BBC Monitoring 
offers for-sale extensive analysis of the media and content of 
Americais adversaries. This might be a cheaper, off-the-shelf 
alternative to creating a new bureaucracy. 


There is also the possibility that this Center might analyze trees 
falling in the forest. The existence of international broadcasting 
channels, and the nature of their content, is of little import if the 
audience is tiny. How many people really watch Russiais RT and Chinais 
CCTV? How many people can even receive these channels? 


In almost all countries, domestic broadcasting, no matter how dismal, 
attracts a larger audience than international broadcasting. The 
audience for international broadcasting may be comparatively small, 
but it makes up in influence what it lacks in quantity. With more than 
one international broadcasting effort available in most countries, it 
is vital to know which of these media outlets is most successful in 
attracting this core audience, and why. 


There are two challenges in this quest for information. First, the 
research methodology must be even-keeled, so that all the 
international broadcasting contenders have the same chance of being 
counted. Second, the great majority of research on audiences for 
government-funded international broadcasting is conducted by the U.S. 
Broadcasting Board of Governors and by the BBC. Furthermore, most of 
the data from that research is not in the public domain. Because of 
this, scholars, fellows, and pundits who study international 
communication are not as well-informed as they should be. 


Occasionally, results of international broadcasting audience research 
are made available through press releases. RT recently marked its 
tenth anniversary with news about its global audience size. RT 
compared its estimate 6 70 million weekly viewers in 38 surveyed 
countries 6 to those of other international channels, conceding that 


only BBC World News has a larger audience. RT cited the competing 
stationsi own website pages touting their audience sizes. These 
numbers, however, are derived from a mElange of methodologies, so this 
is really not a useful comparison. 


Independent studies of international broadcasting audiences, in the 
public domain, would be a solution, albeit an expensive one. 


Senator Portman cites the budget of U.S. international broadcasting as 
ionly about $768 millioni compared with those of other nations. Itis 
difficult to know exactly how much Russia, China, Qatar, and other 
less-than-open countries spend on their international broadcasting 
efforts. Radio Moscow, with more transmitters, languages, and 
broadcast hours than any international radio operation, probably did 
have the biggest budget of the Cold War era, but its audience was not 
more than ten percent the size of those of its Western competitors. 
Traditionally, Britain has spent less on international broadcasting 
than the United States, but the BBC World Service has the largest 
audience of any international media effort. 


In international communication, as in U.S. presidential campaigns, big 
spending is not a guarantee of success. Other factors are at least as 

important. If the Center for Information Analysis and Response becomes 
reality, it should, above all, analyze that.

Mother Angelica has passed away today at the age of 92, according to 
the Eternal Word Television Network. 


EWTN, the world's largest Catholic satellite network, was founded by 
Mother Angelica out of a garage next to the monastery she started in 
Irondale. Mother Angelica also hosted a long-running talk show. Her 
show is still seen on reruns internationally. 


She even received a video message from Pope Francis last month, when 
he asked the nun to pray for him. Her health has declined over the 
year, but she wanted to remain alive as long as possible, she said. 


She once told her fellow nuns, "We don't understand the awesomeness of 
living even one more day... I told my sisters the other day, ‘When I 
get really bad give me all the medicine I can take, all the tubes you 
can stuff down me.' 


‘Why'd you want that?' 

‘IT want to live.’ 

‘Why?! 

"Because I will have suffered one more day for the love of God... I 
will exercise you in virtue. But most of all I will know God better. 
You cannot measure the value of one new thought about God in your own 
life.'" 


Her greatest talent, a gift of gab that built an international media 
empire that broadcasts to 80 million homes, eluded her in the last few 
years. Mother Angelica has had health problems most of her life, from 
an accident that left her in leg braces to 2001 stroke that caused her 
to wear an eye patch. She suffered another stroke in 2001, which left 
her mostly unable to speak. She also had health problems like Bell's 
palsy, heart disease, and asthma. 


On most days, pilgrims arrive from all over the world to visit the 
grounds of the shrine that Mother Angelica built at an estimated cost 
of more than $30 million, paid for by donations, on 300 acres outside 
Hanceville. It has a stone castle with 40-foot-tall turrets fora 
visitors' center, with nine suits of armor, 600-year-old wood plank 
tables, medieval manuscripts, and a gift shop inside. 


She also built a worldwide shortwave radio station, WEWN, on top of a 
mountain in Shelby County in 1992. 


The nuns in Hanceville have provided Mother Angelica with constant 

care. Birmingham Bishop Robert Baker said about her passing: "Mother 
Angelica brought the truth and the love and the life of the Gospel of 
Jesus to so many people, not only to our Catholic household of faith, 


but to many thousands of people who are not Catholic, in that 
beautiful way she had of touching lives, bringing so many people into 
the Catholic Faith." 


Michael Warsaw, EWTN Chairman and CEO, released a statement: "This is 
a sorrow-filled day for the entire EWTN Family. Mother has always, and 
will always, personify EWTN, the Network which she founded... 
Everything she did was an act of faith." 


EWTN asked for prayers during this time. (AL.com reporter Greg 
Garrison co-wrote this report). (via Mike Terry, BDXC-UK yg via DXLD)

Founded the EWTN Global Catholic Network [incl. short wave station 
WEWN Birmingham on air since 1992] 


Irondale, AL (EWTN) Mother Mary Angelica of the Annunciation, 
P.C.P.A., known to millions around the world as Foundress of the EWTN 
Global Catholic Network, died peacefully at 5 p.m. CDT, Easter Sunday, 
March 27, surrounded by the Poor Clare Nuns of Perpetual Adoration of 
Our Lady of the Angels Monastery in Hanceville, Ala. [...] 


Born Rita Antoinette Rizzo in Canton, Ohio in 1923, she entered the 
Poor Clares of Perpetual Adoration in Cleveland on Aug. 15, 1944 at 
the age of 21. A year later, she received her religious name fA Sister 
Mary Angelica of the Annunciation. Soon after, the Cleveland Monastery 
established a new foundation in Canton, and Sr. Angelica was chosen to 
be a member of the community there. On Jan. 2, 1947 she made her first 
profession of vows and in January 1953, Sister Angelica took her 
solemn vows as a Poor Clare nun. [...] 


Despite having only a high school education, no television experience 
and only $200 in the bank, Mother Angelica officially launched the 
Eternal Word Television Network (EWTN) on Aug. 15, 1981 and served as 
the Networkis first Chairman and Chief Executive Officer. She famously 
refused to air paid advertisements to fund her Network, relying solely 
on viewer donations, despite coming close to bankruptcy on several 
occasions. 


More than 34 years later, EWTN is the largest Catholic media network 
in the world, transmitting 11 separate television channels in multiple 
languages, reaching more than 264 million homes in 145 countries and 
territories. The Network now also includes multiple radio platforms, 
online and digital media outlets, global news services and a 
publishing group. 


Known for her humor and ability to colloquially communicate the 
Catholic Faith to both Catholics and non-Catholics alike, her popular 
EWTN television show, iMother Angelica Livei was launched in 1983. 
Episodes of the program continue to air regularly and have been 
translated into multiple languages including Spanish, German, and 
Ukrainian. [...] 


Before stepping down as EWTNis Chairman and Chief Executive Officer in 
2000, Time magazine described Mother Angelica as, "arguably the most 
influential Roman Catholic woman in America.i Throughout her life, she 
struggled with painful illnesses and physical challenges. On Christmas 
Eve of 2001, Mother Angelica suffered a debilitating stroke and 
cerebral hemorrhage which took away her capacity to speak. [...]

29 seconds into this recording the S meter reading on the Drake 
increases from s3-s5 up to s5-s7. Background noise can be heard to 
reduce at this point (and can be seen to do so on a graphical display, 
eg: Audacity), but unusually, the audio does not improve, if anything 
it gets weaker for a while. The opposite is usually the case - audio 
improves with signal level. 


At 1:22 a severe echo begins; I am sure this is not a studio effect. 
This, I believe, is the transmitter changeover echo. 


Speculation (other ideas welcome, please): 


Echo usually starts as the s meter reading increases, suggesting an 
already modulated second carrier has started up. 


Tonight I suspect the second carrier was unmodulated when it started 
up, hence the suppression of both the background noise AND the 
modulation of the (weaker) original carrier. The second carrier was 
only modulated from 1:22 hence the echo beginning some time after the 
increase in signal level. Can anyone suggest another scenario please? 
(Bill Bingham, Johannesburg RSA. Drake R8E, Sony ICF2001D. dxldyg via 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


I listened to the recording and I would say that it is certainly not 
studio effect as it is a severe detriment to readability. It could be 
two transmitters fed by an internet stream as latency for internet 
streams can be 100s of milliseconds to tens of seconds (and internet 
streaming is a cheap way to feed audio). This delay was certainly 
greater than 500ms and less than 1 second. Typical studio effects are 
less than 250ms (what audio engineers call a 'slap-back' that 


essentially gives the listeners' ears two chances to hear the content 
without being too distracting). -73s (Rodney Johnson, NV, ibid.) 


Listened to the whole recording from about 1728 to about 2030 UT (from 
yesterday, 29 March, via Twente). There is no noticeable transmitter 
change around 1800 on this day, at least no perceptible drop to the 
audio level and no echo noted. Still a good readable level at 1900 and 
still at 1930 UT. Around this time, the audio starts to weaken and 
eventually becomes unintelligible. This might just be a propagation 
effect (Richard Langley, NB, ibid.) 


Station is fading in & out right now, 0050 March 31, with what I would 
describe as tribal music. Male vocals with large background vocals, 
plenty of drums & wind instruments. YL announcer says a brief few 
words and goes right back into similar style music. Signal is poor, S5 
at best, with significant QRN. Mostly signal is underneath the noise. 
I believe that this is them as the programming seems to fit what I 
have heard from them previously. Measuring frequency at little offset 
at 11860.045 (Stephen C Wood, Harwich, MA, Perseus SDR with 25 x 50 
variable terminated superloop antenna (225f Southwest), ibid.) 


"surely the only possible explanation is a change of directional 
antenna? Which of course suggests a completely different transmitter 
site after the circa 1800 change." 


Or, a different transmitter/antenna combination at the same site. 
By the way, if there actually is a transmitter/antenna change at 
around 1800 UT (at least on most days) do we have any indication of 
the approximate time when they shift back later to the original 
transmitter/antenna or when it signs on if not a 24-hour operation? 
(-- Richard Langley, ibid.) 


Hi Richard, On Jan 24 I wrote that "if they increase the power every 
day they must also decrease it sometimes". I initially thought that 
happened at around 0110 daily because at that time I could often hear 
a sub-audible het and noticed a drop in signal strength. However, 
when Don Moman checked on his SDR he saw a completely independent co- 
channel un-modulated carrier come on air at that time, and go off two 
minutes later without obviously doing anything. It was concluded that 
the carrier was from the CRI Nepalese service, adjusting for their 
transmission due to start at 0130. This could quite easily account for 
the SAH I was hearing. 


If the 2 minute carrier really is CRI, then no, we don't know when 
Rep. of Yemen shifts back to their original transmitter; I have not 
heard such a shift in South Africa at any other time, but it may be 
audible in other time zones where they are propagating. I have to 
leave that for others to check. Regards, (Bill Bingham, RSA, ibid.) 


xx ZAMBIA. ZNBC1, 5915, Lusaka. Mar 27, 2016 Sunday. 0251-0412. Tuned 
in to anthem at 0251, ID and morning greetings at 0252. Brass band at 
Q264, then YL and OM in conversation. Phone-in begins at 0316, then at 
0329 Afro music. At 0400 id iZNBC Lusakai, then fish eagles and 
jingle, then ID again and i0ne Zambia, One Nationi. Into news?? read 
by YL, and at 0405 a Dolly Parton song, iWild flowers don't care where 
they growi. Back to OM/YL combo. Poor, almost at noise level from 0251 
tune-in through to 0350, then reception suddenly improved and noise 
fell away, as though transmitter power was suddenly increased. Stayed 
good and strong, although after about 0410 modulation became quite 
distrorted, especially the YL, she became impossible to read. Hence, I 
tuned out at 0412. Maybe they were running at reduced power until 0350 
because of the unstable electricity supply in Zambia ? (Just 
speculating / mumbling). Jo'burg sunrise 0415. (Bill Bingham, 
Johannesburg RSA. Drake R8E, Sony ICF2001D. dxldyg via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


ZNBC1, 5915 Lusaka. Mar 28, 2016 Monday. 0300-0415. Reception of ZNBC1 
spoiled this morning (in Jo'burg) from 0300ut-0400ut by very rapid 
flutter, presumably a sub-audible het from Radio Lead Africa on the 
same frequency. There was also some talk modulation from the 
interloper, but too weak to make out the language, didn't sound 
English. The QRM ended at 0400, just as ZNBC1 was giving its ID. No 
doubt government-owned Sentech from Meyerton ignoring a polite request 
to give Zambia precedence in recognition of its many years on this 
frequency. South Africa once again living up to its reputation as 
regional bully boy. Jo'burg sunrise 0415 (Bill Bingham, Johannesburg 
RSA. Drake R8E, Sony ICF2001D. dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


ZNBC1, 5915 Lusaka. Mar 29, 2016 Tuesday. 0257-0411. At 0257 nothing 
heard from Zambia, but assume their carrier must have been on because 
at 0259 a rapid sub-audible het began, with intermittent voice 
modulation which was very weak, almost at noise level, fading in and 
out. Couldn't make out the language, but for most of the hour didn't 
sound English. Heard several mentions of iUgandai, for example OM at 
0312, YL at 0320, OM at 0325, YL at 0350. Finally a YL talking English 
(but mostly unreadable) from 0357 fA 0359. The second carrier, presumed 
Radio Lead Africa via Meyerton, went off air at 0402 (late, of course, 
thanks Sentech!) leaving a good signal from Zambia with an ad for 
iGoTVi. ID at 0404 iZNBC Radio 17 into typical Zambian programming. 
All (including the Zambian carrier) went off at 0408 and had not 
returned by tune-out at 0411, presumably a Zambian power cut. As we 
predicted, Radio Lead Africa is destroying reception of ZNBC 1 in 
Jo'burg. Meyerton is just 25 miles south of my location, so I assume 
most of their signal is going over my head towards Uganda. I hate to 
think what effect it is having on reception of ZNBC 1 in Zambia.

Hi Bill, March 30, not too bad a signal from ZNBC 1 on 5915; pop

subsequent checking till 0458 did not find them back on the air and as 
you say "presumably a Zambian power cut," which seems to be happening 
more and more. My brief music audio attached (Ron Howard, California, 
ibid.) 


Hi Ron, Thanks, nice recording of typical Zambian programming. No sign 
of the Meyerton mess that I found Monday and Tuesday (March 28 and 29) 
but Radio Lead Africa via Meyerton is not scheduled for Wednesdays and 
Thursdays (eg: March 30 and 31). Would be interested to hear what you 
find on Friday April 1 if you are able to check then. 


It seems that going off-air sometime after 0400 may now be a regular 
event; we have heard it happen on two consecutive days (my March 29 
and your March 30), and it may have also happened on March 28 but I 
probably tuned out too early. South Africa has seen its share of 
regular load-shedding (not the past year or so, thank goodness) so I 
can sympathise with them. NHK doesn't seem to be a problem here in 
Jo'burg. I hear something on 5910 but I haven't waited for an ID, so 
it may or may not be them.

xx ZAMBIA. March 24: Was unable to hear the new Zambia station on 
6065.

9680, Voice of Hope, Zambia. Good reception of Voice of Hope on 
Thursday March 24.

Ron Howard was also getting a carrier maybe with tone at 
Q554-0614+. Nothing else is known to be on 6065 at this time. 


6065, March 24 at 1323, algo S6 and flutter, presumably CNR2 Beijing 
site as scheduled 1200-1605 per Aoki; not that I was expecting to hear 


VOH at this hour from Zambia, but watch out for it closer to 1600 
where it’s not on the dayside. 


Has VOH started testing planned night frequency 4965 yet? Aoki has 
nothing but Brasil and Per’ on it, of questionable activity (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi, Glenn. VOH-Africa plans to test 4965 from 2000-2200 UT tonight and 
tomorrow night (Thu & Fri). We expect the station may be audible 
occasionally in North America later in the year once we start using 
the NW beam to West Africa, but the daytime frequencies on the omni 
antenna to Central and Southern Africa stand little chance of making 
it over here. Still, we are getting reports of good reception in the 
intended target areas, which is what counts.

Christian songs, with IDs at 2010 
and 2025. Compared to ZNBC1 on 5915, Voice of Hope is the more steady 
signal in Joburg (Bill Bingham, Johannesburg RSA. Drake R8E, Sony 
ICF2001D. dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Continuous Christian pop with occasional English announcements, such 
as this one at 2104 UT: "From Zambia to the world, the Voice of Hope - 
Africa is test transmitting on this frequency with an authorised power 
of 100,000 watts". Monitored with poor to fair reception via Global 
Tuners remote receiver in Odenwald, Germany (David Kernick, Interval 
Signals Online, March 24, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Tune in at 2100 with no signal whatsoever. By 2200 there was a wave 
sign on the Perseus screen and some very tentative music briefly 
rising above the band noise. Music continued to improve, slightly, but 
no other audio was able to break thru the noise. Finally at 2153 I 
caught a positive ID in English. I could just briefly make out the 
announcer saying iVoice of Hopei. The band noise was just too high to 
get any real good audio. If this would stay on the air for another 
hour or two I believe that the signal would improve to a decent 
listenable level (Stephen C Wood, Harwich, Mass., Perseus SDR, 25 x 50 
N/E terminated superloop antenna, ibid.)

Re my 4766 mystery carrier log of March 25 at 1007, gaisma.com doesn't 
know about Leh, but sunset in Srinagar was 1317 UT, so 1007 UT, more 
than three hours before, would seem rather too early to be propagating 
on 60m eastward. So AIR Leh, Kashmir as source rather than on 4760 
seems unlikely. Should be something further east. 


Just how early can it be detected? Surprised we aren't seeing any 
reports of, or interest in this from south or the rest of Asia, nor 
Australia/NZ. Just Ron Howard's latest log from the California coast:

4766.0, re the unID carrier I have logged several times, we can forget 
about it as a broadcaster. Ron Howard reports: [as above] (gh, DXLD) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 5910, March 28 at 1237, as I tune by, some SSB says 
““zero degrees’* and into digital burst, but it’s 0.5 kHz above or 
below, and doesn’t come back by 1245 as I wanted to determine which. 
Probably US military tho would not expect MARS to invade the broadcast 
band like this (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 5961.091, March 27 at 0607, JBA carrier. Reminds me of 
this: **UNIDENTIFIED. 5961.53, Jan 6 [2016] at 0703, JBA carrier. 


Nothing reported in years around this frequency’ *. I can’t rule out it 
being of local device origin, tho not noted in the interim (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 6165, March 27 at 0052, RHC carrier already on but 
there's some JBA music underneath. No SAH/LAH so doubt it’s Chad 
extended overnight; in new HFCC A-16 sked, a CNR service out of 
Beijing is on 6165 until 0100; but that’s 9 am local (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 6960-USB, March 25 at 0036, North American pirate

UNIDENTIFIED. 9430, UNKNOWN. 2123-2230+, 3/28/16, uncertain language. 
Program of Afropop music and talk by a woman announcer. I was not able 
to monitor continuously, however the programming was there at all 
checks. No ID that I could make out at 2200, and gone with (P) FEBC - 
Manila there at 2310 check. Fair - poor.

MULTI-CHANNEL, MULTI-RECEIVER: EXPERIENCES & HINTS 


Hi - recently, I did some multi-channel/multi-receiver monitoring with 
decoding and recording. This had been done by two approaches: 

* with three receivers of 3 x 5 MHz width and a high dynamic range and 
* with one receiver of 1 x 20 MHz width and a lower dynamic range 


By this, you may record/play up to 3 x 24/24 broadcast channels (e.g. 
in the whole FM broadcast band or on HF from 49 m to 16 m) within a 15 
MHz/20 MHz wide range.

LONGWAVE - WHITHER DGPS? 
LWCA: 


Deadline for public comment on the proposed closure of all inland and 
some coastal longwave Differential GPS stations in the US came and 
went in November. The date of the proposed termination was January 16, 
but no notices of such shutdown had appeared on the Coast Guard 
NAVCENTER Web site, and listeners reported no noticeable difference in 
the number of stations on the air. 


We will continue to follow the story and report on any developments.

Transportable DGPS reference station Baseline HD by CLAAS for use in 
satellite-assisted steering systems in modern agriculture 
Differential Global Positioning System (DGPS) is an enhancement to 
Global Positioning System that provides improved location accuracy, 
from the 15-meter nominal GPS accuracy to about 10 cm in case of the 
best implementations. 


DGPS uses a network of fixed, ground-based reference stations to 
broadcast the difference between the positions indicated by the GPS 
satellite systems and the known fixed positions. These stations 
broadcast the difference between the measured satellite pseudoranges 
and actual (internally computed) pseudoranges, and receiver stations 
may correct their pseudoranges by the same amount. The digital 
correction signal is typically broadcast locally over ground-based 
transmitters of shorter range. 


The United 
States Coast Guard (USCG) and Canadian Coast Guard (CCG) each run such 
systems in the U.S. and Canada on the longwave radio frequencies 
between 285 kHz and 325 kHz near major waterways and harbors. The 
USCG's DGPS system has been named NDGPS (Nationwide DGPS) and is now 
jointly administered by the Coast Guard and the U.S. Department of 


Transportationis Federal Highway Administration. It consists of 
broadcast sites located throughout the inland and coastal portions of 
the United States including Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto Rico. [1] 

A similar system that transmits corrections from orbiting satellites 
instead of ground-based transmitters is called a Wide-Area DGPS 
(WADGPS) [2] or Satellite Based Augmentation System.

The best way to revitalize AM is to clear all the stations running 
less than 50W at night off the band. Give stations a choice of putting 
their station on an expanded FM band using frequencies by moving what 
few TV stations are on channel 5 / 6 elsewhere and putting those 
stations on those frequencies. Then tell the stations who took an X 
band spot in the 90s that they have three months to surrender their 
license on one of their station whether or not it is in the regular AM 
band or X band as was supposed to be done back in the day. 


Extend the AM band down to 530 [sic] kHz and tell stations that go 
down there that they have 6 months to shut down their frequency they 
had after moving. Make sure every station other than the Clears are 
off their frequencies and then give the clears 75 kW. Tell every 
station then that IBOC / HD is being phased out. It is quite clear 
that no one gives a fat rat about that mode of transmission on AM. 
Thats a start. 


And of course you could really roll the dice and tell all stations 
that there is a cut off date and by that day all transmissions will be 
in digital and at half the power of the analog signal and completely 
realign things with an AM band with maximum power of 5 kW and a band 
that ran from 500 kHz to 1750 kHz and mandate all radios be sold to 
receive only this mode. 


You will be lucky to get anything done at all because it costs money 
to move a station to another frequency, go full digital or move to a 
band made from TV channel 5 / 6 or anything else. Everyone wants a £ix 
but no one wants to spend money because there is precious little money 
in ANYONE'S pockets these days. 


If you want my opinion, there need to be fewer stations on AM to make 
it healthy but there are much fewer people listening to radio than 
there were, and kids could care less because they have their music on 
iPods and/or they listen on the internet. There is little that can be 
done to save AM as long as it is a cesspool of political talk and 
there is no to little music on the band anyone wants to hear. Between 
the poor content and the interference from other stations and natural 
causes, AM is archaic. Good to DX but not great all the time to listen 
to for entertainment (Kevin Redding, Crump, TN, ABDX via DXLD)

Martin McCormick, WB5AGZ of Stillwater, Oklahoma sent this piece in 
a message titled 


"IS IT F2, OR E?" 


"One of the first things a person notices when listening to HF 
signals coming from afar is a characteristic sound as if someone was 
continuously playing with tone controls. It is especially noticeable 
on AM signals and the wider the receiver passband, the more 
pronounced is the effect. This is known as selective fading because 
different frequencies fade in and out at different times. 


"The Earth's ionosphere is a shell or several shells of electrically- 
charged air molecules and atoms ranging from around 38 miles above us 
to about 310 miles high. The Sun and cosmic rays cause the molecules 
and atoms to loose electrons which gives them a positive charge. They 
can reflect radio signals and give us world-wide radio communication. 


"The reflecting layers are the E layer at about 56-93 miles plus the 
F layer complex which consists of several shells or layers that 
come, go and move around based on Solar and Geo magnetic activity. 


"The F2 layer is mostly responsible for short wave communications 
and the selective fading is due to more than one layer reflecting 
the same signal back to Earth. If the layers happen to be half of a 
wavelength apart, one receives two versions of the same signal in 
which one version is delayed enough to cause the carrier of an AM or 
FM signal to be cancelled out. Mother Nature just turned a normal AM 
signal in to a double-sideband suppressed carrier transmission. 


"FM signals are also altered. It is possible to receive FM on an AM 
receiver by tuning slightly off from center. It is called slope 
detection and has existed for as long as there has been FM. If you 
tune right on to the frequency, the audio is faint and muffled. F2 
propagation, however, can cause a selective fade just below or above 
the carrier frequency such that if you are on the center frequency, 
the amplitude of the signal matches the deviation and you can hear 
fairly good audio as if the signal was both AM and FM. Nature 
automatically did that, also but the effect may not last more than a 
fraction of a second. 


"When sporadic-E is involved, signals still fade up and down but the 
E layer acts like a single thin film and there is no selective 
fading. Except for fades, signals sound local." (ARRL Propagation via 
ODXA via DXLD) 
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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 21 - 27 March 2016 


Solar activity was at predominately very low levels with an isolated 
C1 x-ray event observed on 23/0354 UTC from Region 2524 (N15, L=277, 
class/area Eho/340 on 19 Mar). No Earth-directed coronal mass 
ejections were observed in coronagraph imagery. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 
The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal levels on 23 March, high levels on 22 March and moderate 


levels on 21 and 24-27 March. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to unsettled levels 
with an isolated active interval observed early on 23 March. The 


period began with quiet conditions, but increased to quiet to 
unsettled levels late on 21 March due to the onset of a weak, 
positive polarity coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS). 
Predominately quiet to unsettled conditions persisted through early 
on 24 March under the influence of the positive poarity CH HSS. Wind 
speeds averaged about 425 km/s through midday on 23 March. A gradual 
increase was then observed to a peak of near 565 km/s early on 25 
March before decreasing to about 350 km/s late on 26 March. From 
21-25 March, total field (Bt) ranged between 1-10 nT while the Bz 
component varied between +9 nT to -5 nT. 


Quiet conditions persisted from late on the 25th through 26 March. 
Predominately unsettled levels were observed on 27 March due to the 
onset of a co-rotating interaction region in advance of another 
positive polarity CH HSS. On 27 March, wind speeds increased to near 
440 km/s, Bt reached a maximum value of 12 nT while the Bz component 
rotated between +8 nT to -9 nT. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 28 MARCH - 23 APRIL 2016 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels with a slight 
chance for C-class flares through the outlook period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at moderate levels on 28 March and on 01-03, 07-11 
and 17-23 April. High levels are expected on 29-31 March, 04-06 and 
12-16 April. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be reach G1 (Minor) storm 
levels on 02-03 and 11-13 April with G2 (Moderate) storm levels 
expected on 02 and 11 April due to the influence of recurrent, 
negative polarity CH HSSs. Quiet to unsettled levels are expected on 
28-29 March, 04, 08, 14 and 23 April, with isolated active levels 
expected on 28 March and 23 April, all due to various CH HSSs. 

Mostly quiet conditions are expected for the remainder of the outlook 
period.
